cold Northern countries?, for the Northern people by rea- 


ſon of abundance of bloud, and exceſfive drinking, are moſt 
given to ſtrife and contention.

- wr, where men wereſacrificed tohim, to ſhew the cruelty 


of ſouldiers 3 and of that place in particular : his compani- 
ons were fear, and anger,and clamorzfor theſe do inſepara- 
bly accompany war. Therefore rerror and feare were the 
two horſcs that drew his charior,and Bellone his ſiſter with a 
bloydy whip did fti}l wait upon him: for this cauſe the 
Woolfe, of all creatures moſt ſavage, and the ravenous Vul- 
ture, and the watchfull Dog, and the cheating Pye,and the 
Cock alſo, which is a warlike and quarrelſome bird,were all 
dedicated to him. The Scythians dedicated onely to Marg, 
temples, alcars and ſtatues, and to no other gods, becauſe 

they delighted in wars, and by rapine, ſpoils,and oppreſſion 


_ of their neighbours, they maintained their own eſtate 


hence Mers was fail to be born in Th-acie, to fhew what a 
warlike Nation that was and becauſe the horſe is a warlike 
creature, therefore he was ſacrificed to Mears : and his chas 
fiot was drawn by horſes in ancient piftures,he himſelfe ſic+ 
ting on high in his compleat and terrible armes,both offen + 
five and defenſive : Fame having her body and wings full of 
e9es,cars,and tongues, ſounds the trumper before him, to 
ſhew that wars oftentimes follow upon evil reports. And be- 
cauſe the Romans would intimate how much they detefted 
dvil wars in their City, they would not ſofter the piure of 
Mers to be painted on their gates and private doores , but 
mtead of him the pi&ure of Minerve; and for Mears his 
Pitture, they thruſt out of the Ciry,to be painted upon the 
doors of conntreymens houſes abroad : for by maintaining 
vars abrozd , they kept peace at home.

This is that god 
from whom the Romans bragged they hai their originall, 
whom they made the pation of their Gity , and dedicated 
the firſt month of the year tohim , aſſigned to him certaine 
prieſts whom they called Sali, and many. divine honougs; I 
wiſh that Chriſtians, who profefſc themſelves the diſciples 
of che Prince of peace,did not too'much worſhip this impj 
ous god of war : we ered not templesand altars to hima- 
broad, but we doe this in our hearts 3 we doe notfacrificeto.
